senator Church said his bill would help ensure that the Social Security program could be administered non 
politically and impartially for the one in seven Americans receiving some form of benefits then he outlined the 
bill's major provisions my proposal would create a three member governing board appointed by the president 
with the consent of the Senate to administer the Social Security program to insure against undue political 
influence the three members would be appointed for staggered terms of five years each the bill also contains 
another safeguard to better guarantee that the non-political nature of the Social Security and the 
Supplemental Security income programs is maintained this would be achieved by prohibiting the mailing of 
announcements such as notices of increased benefits with Social Security checks which make any reference 
to any public office holder my proposal would not and | want to underscore this point preclude the mailing of 
notices for legitimate informational purposes by the Social Security Administration a similar bill will be 
introduced in the house by congressman Wilbur Mills and Church said that he thinks prospects for passage

lesson that's more likely to be learned is that fewer numbers can confer equals security and therefore the

Cronkite at any time was ever an 
agent of the CIA but but i but i i believe that since we know that there were some correspondence abroad 
who have been paid in one way or another but the CIA that we should find out the extent of the practice and 
the committee i hope will recommend that the practice be discontinued in the future well you've got to 
recognize that we either are going to maintain constitutional government or we're going to give all a power to 
determine what our national secrets to the president there may be a serious disagreement on this score and 
if the Congress is not going to stand up as the representative body of the people and assert its own right to 
determine what is or what is not a legitimate secret then it becomes subservient to the presidency we've had 
too much secrecy in this country it is corrupted the government it's corrupted the whole constitutional 
process and we've got to decide whether we want this to continue after the revelation of all 
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to continue after the revelation of all these abuses that crept into the system because of excessive secrecy 
or do we want responsible congressional oversight that doesn't mean a subordinate Congress it means a 
constitutional Congress that is a separate independent and co-equal branch of the government | think we 
should say senator Church that the subcommittee does not have the names of a single government official of 
Japan in its possession today has no knowledge of any government officials involvement if the administration

would like to know if that is because mr. khashoggi told your company representatives that it was necessary 
well in in some cases yes sir and in some cases Church later said that much of the money paid off in bribes 
was in turn reinvested by Saudis in American business ventures and the money is coming back and being 
invested in this country so that as a result of these extortionate practices American companies are really 
financing the purchases in the United States of shoki and his associates and that's one of the ways that 
these these bribes are coming back being recycled as it were 
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back being recycled as it were houghton did not condone the payoffs but said they were necessary to 
compete with other foreign countries such as France who were doing the same thing he even suggested that 
the State and Defense Department's were aware of the transactions but at no point did he say either 
Department endorsed them as a result of the hearings the committee hopes to develop legislation which will
